However, 
to determine which of these boxes represent the turnovers 
Postal Forms 1091 would first have to be reviewed to locate 
the dates of recent applications. Secondly, the applications 
themselves would need to be reviewed for the necessary 
intelligence.

Metropolitanare^represerltTng an estimated population of 
four and one-half million has approximately 15,000 to 20,000 
boxes in use. Each post office station maintains its own 
boxes and rental records so that there is no central record 
depository regarding box information. 

Detroit does not believe that a general review 
of the post office boxes is feasible. However, if intelligence 
is received indicating that a post office box in a given 
locality is actually or suspected of being utilized by 
persons connected with the Weatherman underground, then this

gant tyranny — tlie t>Tanny of sroiled brats. 

1 am somewhat di.sturbed that I may bo incubating more of 
the same. Our household Is permissive, oitr approadt to disci- 
Idine Is an apology and a retreat from standards — usually ac- 
'Oompanied by a gift of cash or kind. 

A UMIT TO OUR DEBT 

R’s time to call a halt; time to live in an adult world where 
we belong, and time to put these people in their places. We owe 
the “younger generation” what all “older generations” have 
owed younger generations — love, protection to a point, and re- 
spect when they deserve it. We do not owe them our s^s, our 
privacy, our whole lives — and above all. we do not owe them 
immunity from our mistakes, or their own . . . 

Society, “the Establishment,” is not a foreign thing we seek 
to impose on the young. We know it is far from perfect. We did 
not make it; we have only sought to change it. The fact that we 
have only been minimally successful is the story of aU gener- 
atams— as it will be the story of the generation coming up. 

Yet we have worked a number of wonders. We have changed 
It We are deeply concerned abuut our failures; we have not 
solved the racial problem but we have faced it; we are terribly 
worried about the degradation of our mvironnicnl, about injus- 
tices, inequities, the military-industrial complex and bureauc- 
racy. But we have atl.ackod these things. 

We have, all our livt's. taken arms againsi our sea of trou- 
bles and fmight effectively. But we also have fought with a ra- 
tional knosviedge of the strength of our adversary; and. above 
ali, knowing that the war Is one of attrition in »1tich the “uncon- 
ditional surrender” of the forces of cril is not about to occur. We 
win. If we win at all. slowly and painfully. That is the kind of war 
society has always fought — because man is wiiat he is. 

ing this, why do we listen subserviently to the violent 


tacticians of Ote new generation? Either they have total victoiy 
by Wednesday next or burn down our carefully built barricades 
in adolescent pique; either they win now or flee off to a com- 
mune and quit; either they solve aD problems this week or join a 
wmHdng crew of paranoids. 

Youth has alwas-s been characterized by impatient idealism. 
If It were not, there would be no change. But impatient idealism 
doc.s not extend to guns, fire bombs, riots, vicioas arrogance, ard 
inslant gratification. That is not idealism: it's childish tjTanny. 

The worst of it is that we (professors and faculties in pariirn- 
tor) in a paroxysm of .self-alMiegation and apolog>‘, go along, ab- 
dicate, apniogize as if «-ehad personally created the ills of ilie- 
world— and lhas lend ourselves to chaos. We arc the led, not the 
leaders. And we are fools. *

OUT OF niCIR PLACE 

An old and scarred member of the wars trf organized labor tn 
the U.S. in the 1930s recently remarked tome: “These ‘radicals’ 
teuldn’t organize well enough to produce a sensible platform, let 
alone revolt their way out of a paper bag." But they can— 
cause we let them— destroy our universities, make our parks 
untenable, make a shambles of our streets and insult our flag. 

I assert that we are in trouble with this younger eenenition 
not because we have failed our country, not because of affluence 
or stupidity, not because we are antediluvian, not because we are 
middle-class maieriaijsis. but simply because we have failed to 
keep that generation in its place, and we have failed to put them 
back there when they got out of it. We hav e the power; we do not 
have the will. We have the right; we have not exercised it. 

To the extent that we nuw rely on the police, Mace, the Na- 
tional Guard, tear gas. steel fences and a wringing of hands, we 
will fail. 

What we need is a reappraisal of our own middle-class 
selves, our worth and our hard-won progress. We need to use dis- 
dain, not Mace. We need to reassess a weapon we came by the 
hard way, by tras'ail and labor: firm authority as parents, teach- 
ers, businessmen, workers and politicians. 

•The vast majority of mir children from I to SO are fine Wds. 
We need to back this malority with authority and with the firm 
convict ion that we owe it to them and to ourselves. Enough of 
apology, enough of analysis, enough of our abdication of respon- 
sibility, enough of the denial of our os'.ti maturity and good seasc. 

MUST haat: rulss 

The best place to start is at home. But the most practical and 
effective place, right now. is our campuses. This docs not mean a 
flood of angry edicts, a sudden clamp-down. a “new'” policy. It 
Mmply means that faculties should stop playing chicken, that 
demonstrators should be met not with police but with expulsions. 
The power to expel (strangely unused) has been the legitimate 
recourse of universities since 1209. 

klore Importantly it means that at freshman orientation, 
whatever form it takes, the administration should set forth 
ground rules — not belligerently but forthrightly. 

A university is the roicrocism of society itself. It cannot 
function without rules for ronduct. It cannot, as society cannot, 
legislate morals. It is dealing with young men and womoi, 18 to 
22. But it can, and must, promulgate rules. It cannot function 
without order — and. tliereiore, who disrupts order must leave. 
It cannot permit stiidmls to determine when, what and where 
they shall be taught; it cannot permit the occupation of its prem- 
ises. far TiolaUon both of the law and its regulations, by “mili- 
tants." 

There Is room within the university complex lor basic stu- 
dent participation but there is no room for slobs, disruption and 
violence. first obligation of the administration is lo lay dorwf 


the rules early, clearly and positively, and lo attach to this state- 
roent the penalty for violation. It is profoundly simple -s- and the 
failure to state it. in advance, is the salient failure of lAriversity 
administrators in this age. 

BEIIA^’E, OR ELSE 1 

Expulsion is a dreaded verdict. This administratioB merely 
nc^s to make it clear, quite dispassionately that expulsion is the 
inevitable consequence of violation of the rules. Among the rules 
even though it seems gratuitous, should be these: 

(1) Violence, armed or olhenrise. the forceful occupation of 
buildings, the intimidation by convert or overt act of any student 
or faculty member or administrative personnel, the occupation of 
any university property, field park, building, lot or other place, 
sliall be cause for expulsion. 

(2) The disruption of any dass, directly or indirectly, by 

voice (K- pre.sence of the destruction of any university property, 
shall be cause for expulsion. | 

This Is neither new nor revolutionary. It Is merely the ncas- 
sertion of an old. accepted and necessary right of the adminittra- 
tion of any such institution. And the faculty should be infonited. 
firmly, of this reassetiion, before trouble starts. This doe;! not 
constitute provocation. It is one of the ddrst rights and nccfssi- 
ties of the university commiinily. The failure of universitM nd- 
ministraiors to use it is oue of the mysteries of our permifsive 
age — and the blame must fall largely on faculties bceausa'they 
have consistently |»essurcd administrators not to act. 

THEN. THE COURTS 

Suppose the students refuse to recognize e.xpulsions. su^po^ 
they march, riot, strike. The police? No. The malter, by prear- 
rangcrocnl. publicly stated, should then pass to the courts. If 
buildings are occupied, the couii enjoins the participatinx stu- 
dents. It has Ihc law ful power to declare them in contempt. [ 

This is a countiy full of decetit, worried people like myself. It 
is also a countiy full of people M up with nonsense. W’e need, 
thuse of us over 30, tax-ridden, harried, confused, weary and 
beat-up, to reas-sert our hard-won prerogatives. It is our country, 
too. We have fought for it. bled for it, dreamed for it and we love 
it It is lime to reclaim it 1

f As the Bureau is aware, previous Cointelpro 

action has involved notification to each member of the 
Board of Regents at the University of Michigan (U of M) , 

Ann Arbor, of public record information concerning faculty 
leadership to the New Left groups at the U of M. 

Detroit can furnish no direct evidence of the value of 
this effort; however, it is noted that Board of Regents 
pressures against the U of M Administration have increased in 
recent months. 

Bureau was previously advised that several young , 
faculty members who were aggressively involved with leadership 
to the New Left ot the U of M were not given tenure with the 
U of M faculty and have secured en^loyroent elsewhere. 

Additionally, it is noted that after wide^read 
SDS disruptive activities at the U of M, January and February, 
1970, the U of M President has announced his intention to place 
local criminal charges against some SDS members and additionally 
has announced his Intention to attenpt to have the SDS organiza- 
tion thrown off campus. 

Reliable confidential source close to the U of M 
Administration have advised that, in part, the U of M 
President's action referred to above as brought by. by. the 
fact that he was contacted personally by every member of the 
Board of Regents of the U of M, who reportedly counseled him 
to react vigorously to this current round of New Left disruption,

Although it Is not definitely known that UD 
Ballroom had been intended for the SDS NSPC, the fact 
that the dates for which the ballroom had been reserved 
and the fact that it can easily accommodate 500 people, 
plus the fact that an unidentified SDS representative 
from Chicago was reported to have been in the company of 
the UD SDS Chapter organizer who had made the reservations 
for the Ballroom, tends to lend validity to the assumption. 

The barring of the SDS from use of UD facilities definitely 
confounded SDS plans for the NSPC since SDS did not actually 
announce the basement of the St. Joseph's Episcopal Church, 
Detroit, Mich., ns the NSPC site until the very morning of 
the NSPC was scheduled to convene. Less than 100 Individials 
were reported In actual attendance at the NSPC, which 
conference was reported by attending informants as a 
complete failure. 

Inasmuch as the UD officials were unaware of the 
national character for which UD facilities may have been 
reserved, Detroit feels Justified in claiming at least 
partial credit for the UD action denying SDS use of its 
facilities.

It is difficult to claim specific results as 
measures utilized to date have not provided two-way / 

communication. The following items are set forth however"' 
as reactions from quarters who have received CX>INTELPRO 
dissemination by Detroit in the recent past concerning 
"New Left" matters at* the UM, Ann Arbor. It may be assumed ; 
that this program is responsible, at least in part, for 
some of this reaction: 

a. The UM administrators have commenced giving 

at least "lip service" to the demands of the Board of Regents 
and the State Legislature for more controls on student 
organizations excesses on the UM campus. The UM President 
has made several strong statements threatening severe reaction 
should student disruption on the campus occur. 

It is known that his statements are insincere Inasmuch 
as it is known through sources that he wishes to have no law 
enforcement representation on the UM campus, and that none of 
the faculty or administration may call for police assistance 
on the UM campus except himself or his specifically designated 
representative. His response to a disruptive "Sit -inV 
demonstration in his own offic^' aCt the Uli, .wherein the office 
was left a shambles, -li/68,- was to have, immediate redecoration _ 
done overnight "so that the Begents. would not learn of it." 

b. Limited administration harassment of "New Left" 
leadership at the UM, has partially developed intense 
factionalism in the IRi-SDS organization. This has partially 
developed because of UM adnAiistrators "taking sides" and 
favoring one faction of SDS over another. The result has 
been a development very devisive to SDS. Whereas there was 
formerly one, large SDS chapter which served as an "umbrella" 
organization to ail other campus activist groups, there now 
exists three separate SDS groups. Two of these are recognized 
by Chicago SDS headquarters as separate chapters while a third, 
made up of former UM-SDS leadership, continues without official 
SDS sanction. The in-fighting among these groups has 
appreciably reduced the effectiveness of SDS at the UM.

a less lenient attitude toward student disruption. 

II. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

A recommendation is pending with the Bureau for 
a mailing, under subterfuge, to the opinion moulders concerning 
operation of the U of H, Ann Arbor, furnishing public record 
data concerning U of M permissiveness to student disruption, 
and public record information concerning subversive faculty 
members who facilitate the existence and operation of the "New 
Left" at the U of M. 

A recommendation is also pending with the Bureau 
for authorization to divulge to a long-standing, reliable, 
confidential source, public record data available concerning 
faculty subjects, who have supported the development of the 
"New Left" on the campus of the U of M. This information is 
intended for personal delivery by the source to a member of the 
Board of Regents, U of M. 

III. Tangible Results 

The Bureau, by letter, dated 8/8/68, authorized 
Detroit's recommended mailing to opinion moulders at the U of M 
relative to the defiance by the U of M of a State Legis- 
lative Resolution, critical of state universities playing 
"host" to "New Left" conventions. This aiailing was directed 
against the U of H in its hosting of the founding convention 
of the Peace and Freedom . New Politics parties, held at 
the U of M, Ann Arbor, 8/68. 

The mailing was accomplished to the persons and 
news media sources authorized. Detroit has no specific 
information on which to claim credit for this mailing in the 
items enumerated below, however, the following observations 
concerning the convention, and following same, appear to 
have been possibly the result of that mailing: 

1. There was virtually no press coverage given to 
the convention, other than a brief local factual account that 
it was held. The convention, and activities relating to it

vere quite -newsworthy , Inasmuch as ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Black' 
Panther Party, was nominated for President of the U.S, by this '' 
convention. Several moves on the local police station by 
delegates of this convention, and other matters, would make 
this event normally quite newsworthy. The fact that the 
campus newspaper was ’’on vacation'* at the time enabled the 
local press to Ignore the event. 


2. The Board of Regents of the U of M, Ann Arbor, 
was known through reliable sources to have called a board 
meeting to discuss this convention and related "New Left" 
problems at the U of M. 

3. The President of the U of M, who Is established, 
announced official policy toward disruptive demonstrators had 
been "Kill them with Kindness", confided to an established 
source, 9/68, that he was being required to change his tactics. 
He alluded to Intensive pressures from alumni groups and from 
members of the Board of Regents. Re discussed the need to 
restructure the Student Government Council and the operation 
of the "Michigan Dally", U of M, to "regain U of M control 
over these operations. It Is noted that reliable sources have 
advised that both of the operations referred to at the U of If 
are under the control of the SDS at the tJ of M presently. 

Without tangible evidence of the causes for the 
reactions referred to above, It appears likely that Detroit's 
mailing In this Instance played a significant part In rousing 
the Regents In their application of pressure on the President 
of the U of M. It Is believed that continuing pressure of 
this sort holds the most promising reward of requiring some 
controls on the "New Left" operation at this particular 
campus .

Writer should like to introduce himself simply as e 
United States citizen and as a taxpayer of Hichigan. Writer 
abhors 'the institution of anonymous letters; however, in these 
strange times, he feels compelled to deliver the results of 
his research for your consideration without identifying him- 
self, The aim of this- letter, then, is simply to note some 
facts, comment on the inevitable conclusion of these facts, 
and to ask the question:

A review of the campus publication of tlie University 
of Nichigan (U of 11) for the past several years reveals a con- 
tinuing series of disruptive demonstrations and demands from 
a small group of vocal students, with reported results of 
their demands being Invariably met by University authorities, 
in the interest of maintaining order. 

With the scheduling of the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) National Convention, at Michigan State University 
(MSU) , East Lansing, Michigan, June, 1968, and the resulting 
heated discussion of that convention in the Michigan State 
Legislature, there was some consolation on the thought that 
the interests of Michigan taxpayers would be regarded and 
respected and that administrators of tax-supported educational 
institutions would not deliberately encourage subversive 
activities on their campuses.

Subsequently, the Michigan Legisla- 
ture, 6/68, passed a resolution to effect that any state- 
supported university which permitted "New Left" type dis- 
ruption would suffer by a drop in their appropriations,

The scheduling of a ’Convention of radicals", a

III, Disruptive Activities on 17SU 
Campus During Past Yea r 

A group consisting primarily of v/hat appeared to be 
Bcnbcrn of the SKA, participated in a denonstratlon on the 
cawpurs of './SU from appro;clMately 11:00 AiJ, to 12:00 h'ooti, 
Wovenber 1, J9C7.

A Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) noted that at 2:00 pU, on April 26, 1968, during the 
demonstration on the IVSU campus, a blue and green flag, with 
a gold star in the center, identified as a Viet Cong flag, was 
placed on the flag pole located in the liSU campus Mall. It was 
obrerred that several minor scuffles erupted shortly thereafter, 
and a group of \;SU students dsmanded that the Viet Cong flag 
be levered. At approximately 3:00 PM, officers of the Detroit 
Police Doparticent moved to the general area of the flag pole 
at the VriU Mall and officers from tho Detroit Fire Department 
arrived and v'itb Ihcir cqulpi:ient lowered the Viet Cong flag.

Evalua t ion Regarding Vlolonco 

Activities of the "Kew Loft*’ at the U of M have 
not resulted In violence in the past. Limited arrest action 
on several past demonstrations have been carefully staged and 
coordinated r.i th cither local authorities or university author- 
ities by the "Nev Left", participants. A rcspiurjible source 
has advised that bocauce of the U of M policy of aceceding 
to Left'* demands, no major confrontations have been • 

experienced. 

In this connection, it is noted th.at the .Michigan 
State Legislature in June, 1968, passed a resolution in 
effect placing University Administrators in notice that dis- 
ruptive student activities on state supported c-ampuscs vould 
not be tolerated and that institutions vherc they occurred 
vuuld be I'cnallaicd in a reduction in their state .appropr Ini Ions, 
proportionate to the uunber of students disrupting such 
campuses. 


It Vrould appear that if this policy is Irplenontf'd 
by the State Lcsislaturo , and the hands of U of M aihslnJr- trntots 
aro forced in staiulJng firm against demonstrating students, 
student retaliation way be anticipated. 
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In this connection, it is nlr.o noted, linrover, ‘that 
the leadership of the "Hew Loft" at the U of it, both faculty 
and students have rcpoRlcdly stated their avcisioa to violonl 
confrontations. Ihoy have advocated the tactful use of a 
piychological approach to gain their dctr.ands. 


In summary, it is believed tjiat there Is no 
likelihood of violence in "How Left" confrontations at the 
U of H under prevailing conditions. If the U of M takes 
its first strong stand against these forces, however. It is 
anticipated that violence wight develop.

STUDENTS Foil A DEMOCUATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) as It 
is known today came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the, left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a coascif.ntious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the v;ar In Vietnam and to 
’’radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a ^ 

representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1S65, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us". 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an antl-Comiuunist 
proviso v;as removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of *'Ne\v Loft Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some Communists in SDS and they arc welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 h’est Madison Street, Chicago,

The Bureau by letter dated 6/18/68, captioned as 
above, to Detroit, authorized Detroit's recommended counter- 
intelligence activities to Include the following. 


1. The compQ.ation of public source Information 
concerning Identified faculty leadership subjects at the 
D of M to "New Left" groups. Such Information Is to be 
furn^hg^the Bureau for authority to furnish same to 
CSDE^m^ho will furnish same to a member of the Board 
of Regents to the U of M. 


2. The determination discreetly of Identities 

of present officers of alumni assolcations, state legislators 
who have been critical of the "New Left" and the handling of 
It by school administrators, and the identities of the members 
of the Board of Regents for universities in the Detroit Division 
wherein "New Left" activity exists. Oh determination of above 
data, Detroit will prepare a proposed anonymous letter for 
mailing to above Individuals pointing out the weaknesses of 
school administrators in meeting "New Left" demands. This 
letter Is to be submitted to the Bureau for approval prior 
to use. 

3. A briefed version of letter referred to under : 
number two above is to be prepared In the form of a letter 
criticizing the use of tax dollars to support "New Left" activities 
This letter is Intended for submission to newspapers covering 
various universities in the Detroit Division, and the letter 

Is to be submitted to the Bureau for approval prior to use. 


Ill, Tangible Results 

The Bureau authorized a press release by the Special 
Agent in Charge, Detroit, June, 1968, of the Director's testi- 
mony concerning the "New Left". This release was made at the 
time of the national SDS convention held at MSU, East Lansing, 
Michigan, In June, 1968.

The release vas well received at Lansing and '4 ^ 
several state legislators visited the SDS convention site 
where they reported their shock at conditions there and 
the pornographic literature available at the SDS convention 
as well as the display, in connection with the convention, 
on this state university campus, of a **red banner** bearing 
pictures of Lenin and Trotsky as well as the hammer and 
sickle ensignia. 

Legislative spokesmen seveMy criticized HSU 
officials for permitting HSU to host this group at a state 
university. Legislative spokesmen publicly commented that - 
if the HSU President had prior knowledge of SOS and the 
scheduling of this SDS convention at HSU, that he should be 
asked to resign. 

The Michigan State Legisture, in late June, 1968, 
passed a resolution to the effect that state universities 
which permit disruption will suffer appropriation cuts per- 
portionate to the number of students permitted to disrupt 
state university campuses. 

On television, radio, and press comment regarding 
this resolution, state legislators speaking in favor of this 
resolution quoted the FBI director's comments regarding the 
SDS and '*New Left". 

It is believed that this device has been most effective 
and that the Bureau authorized release was largely instrumental 
in Hichigan State Legislative concern about the SDS and "New 
Left" disruption potential. The Bureau may wish to consider 
widespread use of such press releases in areas of current 
'*New Left" disruption activities, in an effort to insure that 
responsible authorities are completely aware of the Director's 
comments on this matter.

In this matter, following the arrest of a group 
of MSU students on narcotics charges, which arrest had been 
assisted in by the MSU police force, a "sit-in” demonstration 
was held on the MSU campus June 4 and 5, 1968. l^en students 
involved refused to voluntarily vacate the premises on June 5, 
1968, their arrest was ordered, and some forty Michigan State 
Police troopers made the arrest of eighteen students in- 
volved in the "sit-in." Officers were obstructed in their . 
attempts to remove the arrested students from the campus, 
inasmuch as a crowd of over one hundred student symprthieers 
locked arms blocking the entrance to the building involved. 
Officers were required to forceably pull the demonstrators 
apart to gain admission to the building, and the obstruction 
to the officers resulted in the additional arrests for re- 
sisting officers. Subsequently the bus intended to carry 
the arrested students from the campus was surrounded by 
sympathizers of those arrested, and reinforcement officers 
were required ^o form a wedge to walk in front of the bus 
to permit its removal from campus. At this time students 
threw rocks at the bus and at the officers, spit upon the 
officers, and subjected them to verbal abuse. Some six 
additional arrests were made for obstructing officers, and 
some $400.00 damages was done to the bus. On the following 
day a' protest rally was held, alleging "police brutality" 
in the officers' handling of this incident. 

A representative of the Lansing Bureau for Detroit's 
Channel 2 Television Station WJBK, Detroit, Michigan, was 
on hand during the fracas described above, and filmed some 
thirty minutes of the officers' attempt to remove arrested 
students from the MSU campus. The film, according to officers 
of the Michigan State Police, clearly vindicates arresting 
officers in their conduct of these arrests, and disproves 
the allegations of "police brutality." Michigan State Police 
officers regard this as an excellent film, a copy of which 
is being made available to Michigan State Police for training 
purposes. A copy of this film could be made available to 
the Bureau if desired.

, The demands made by the protesting students In 

this incident include the following: 1) The immediate 
disarming of campus police; 2) The abandonment of campus 
police informant coverage on campus; 3) An end to co- 
operation by campus police with outside police agencies; 
4) Ibe placing of campus police under a student-faculty 
conuDit tee . 



Regarding outside influences in this demonstration, 
it is noted that the SOS National Secretary was present at 
the above described demonstration. It is noted that he 
apparently was on campus at the time In connection with the 
SOS National Convention, scheduled for this camous the 
following week. 


The total number of participants in the demonstra- 
tion ranged from three to four hundred, wliile the total 
number of genuine participants in the activities numbered 
approximately one hundred fifty. Some five or six individuals 
identified with the faculty of the University were identified 
in various ways as assisting the protesting students, and 
one faculty member was arrested in the demonstration.

EMU President HAROLD E. SPONBERG, supported by his Board ^ 

of Regents, refused sponsoring groups permission to have ^ 

STOKLEY CARMICHAEL on the campus. In light of his action, ;^ * 
early in the arrangements for the event, CARMICHAEL did 
not appear, and the symposium was held without any significant 
disruption or difficulty. SPONBERG gave no particular reason 
for his declination, and quietly made it known to campus 
student, groups that he would not tolerate any student dis- 
ruption, but would promptly cause the arrest of any students 
attempting to disrupt his campus, 

At Wayne State University, DetWf^, Michigan, on 
April 26, 1968, during ah event known a^f ’Ten-Days of Pro- 
test,” April 21 - 30, 1968, a Viet Cong flag was raised on. 
the flagpole at the Wayne State University campus, Detroit, 
Michigan, Scuffles ensued between ”Kew Left” student 
demonstrators and a countering student group observed at the 
flying of the Viet Cong emblem. Wayne State University 
officials within the hour requested the Detroit Police Depart- 
ment and the Detroit Fire Department to remove the flag, which 
was done, the flag being delivered to the counter-new left 
group of students , who burned same. The university action 
was taken to avoid open confrontation between these opposing 
student groups; however, it had the effect of polarizing the 
opposition of Wayne State students against the ”New Left” 
demonstrators. 

Information concerning prompt university action 
taken at Michigan State University, East Lansing, Michigan, 
June, 1968 against student demonstrators, resulting in 
arrests, is set forth above under ’’False Allegations of 
Police Brutality,” in some detail. It is noted that this 
action by the university officials end the vigorous action 
by local authorities in clearing the campus significantly 
neutralized this militant activity on the campus, Inaaiuch 
as threatened additional similar incidents have not occurred. 


Recommendation to the Bureau 


It is recommended the Bureau consider dissemination 
of some of the material enclosed herewith to appropriate 
government officials concerned with the ”New Lcf t” problem,' ' " 
as well as to appropriate friendly news and communications

With reference to the above universities, it is 
noted that all are State or State supported Universities. 

The largest of these, UM and MSU, are somewhat autonomous in 
operation, completely independent of the Governor. They 
are operated by state-wide elected Boards of Regents. Both 
the UH and MSU, and all others listed above, obtain some or 
all of their operating funds from the State Legislature. 
Campuses are listed in the order of "New Left" influence. .

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ANALYSIS: 



1. UH: Operated by a new, weak President, Dr. 
ROBBIN FLEMING, with a largely new staff of top administra- 
tors. This Administration has demonstrated itself in past 
student confrontations- of disruption as adverse to having 
any "show-down** with agitators. Virtually every student 
demand made in recent years has been met. With an enroll- 
ment of over 32,000, not a single expulsion is known to 
have been made in the past 10 years. According to reliable 
sources, SDS dominates the Student Government Council, the 
Student Judiciary, and the Student Newspaper. No University- 
made rules are enforced, or are enforceable. The SDS Is 
strong here, but, having received only token resistance to 
its demands, it has declining militancy. 


2. MSU: The MSU President, Dr. JOHN A. HANNAH, 
is Chairman of the U.S. Civil Rights Commission. He Is 
described as a strong official, and the presence of this 
campus adjacent to the State Capital, and adjacent to the 
State Headquarters of the Michigan State Police, would indicate 
that serious disruption would not be tolerated. This campus 
has not had a major confrontation with the "New Left" to date, 
to test campus reaction. The "New Left" on campus has growing 
strength, with representation on the Student Government Council, 
but it does not have a powerful influence on campus. The 
growing influence, however, of SDS Is indicated by the 
scheduling of the national SDS convention at MSTT. June 



3. WHU: This campus has experienced no real con- 
frontation to date with the "New Left". In a racial matter, 
wherein Negro students recently held a university building, the * 
university administration acceded to every student demand to 
restore order. In '*New Left" type demands rhe) has vacillated, 
then conceded to demands. There exists no SDS affiliate on 
this campus, but the Students for Social Involvement (SSI) 
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generally follows the 8DS line of activities. The other v ' 

group currently agg^atlng at WMU Is known as the Black ^ 

Action Movement (BAH) with activity promoting "Black . 

Power". Neither SSI or BAM are believed to currently meet ■ X 
the description of "New Left" organizations. Both hold 
representation on the school's Student Government Council. ' 
Neither organization Its deemed presently to hold real 
campus Influence to date. 

4. WSU: Ibis campus has experienced no genuine 
confrontation In its recent experience. Tbe "New Left" 
does not have a long history on campus, but Is developing 

I Into a campus Influence, both through^ the Young Socialist 
Alliance and the SOS. The most successful achievement 
for the "New Left" at WSU has been obtaining direction of 
the campus newspaper. While there has been no real test 
to determine the strength of the President, accession to 
minor demands would Indicate that he would not predictably 
take a strong position against student disruption. The 
Strongest factor standing against sustained demonstration 
Is the fact WSU, unlike other universities referred to 
'above. Is largely a big city university with local enroll- 
ment. Many of Its student enrollment are night students, 
with daytlBie employment. 

5. EMU: Operated by a fairly new, but strong 
President, Dr. HAROLD SPONBERG, supported by a firm Board 
of Regents. SDS Is only In Its formative stage here, and to 
date has not developed Into a campus power. No major con- 
frontation has been experienced, but Its president has 
clearly stated he will not tolerate lawlessness. He Is 
close to, and friendly toward* law enforcement and has 
closely worked with them when trouble was anticipated. He 
has successfully prevented the appearance on his campus of 
Stokely Carmichael, 


APPROACH t 

The "New Left" In the Detroit Division, as else- 
where, Is almost exclusively a campus or campus oriented 
problem. In student confrontations with University Administra- 
tors, particularly In Intensive past student agitation at 
the UH, experience has demonstrated that University Administrators 
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cannto be expected to react, other than to Bolve the '.'’t. 

inmeoiate demands and end the disruption. With rare excep»| •” 
tion, pressures from outside the university are predictably • ' 
most promising of productivity. 


Pressure frdm Alumni groups, the Board of Regents, 
and the State Legislatbrs have proven to be effective goals 
to Administrators to stand ground -in student confrontations. 

It is not believed that the individual ”New Left” 
organizations can be publicly embarrassed, as they are ill 
defined organizations, and difficult to pin down. The 
individual subjects thrive on public controversy, and make 
no secret of their defiance. Similarly, the faculty 
sponsors to these groups, are not predictably embarrassed 
through any exposure. They generally proudly boast their 
support to the "New Left". Their positions are no longer 
Jeopardized by "New Left” support or leanings. 

It is the experience of this Division that 
Universities react, not to public pressure or public exposure, 
but to threatened thigh tening of the purse strings. Censure 
from the State Legislature, or threats from Legislators that 
their appropriations will be cut, is the most effective 
control on the university. 

I The second most effective pressure is that of the 

^Board of Regents, who generally base their actions on 
the information furnished them by the Administrators. 

Agressive Regents, who have learned Independantly of Internal 
university problems, have demanded actions Administrators 
would never undertake on their own. 

The third most effective pressure on these univer- 
sities has been demonstrated to be the good will of its 
Alumni, and its research sponsors. For example, something 
on the order of 60 million dollars annually, roughly half 
of its annual budget comes to the UM from grants, gifts. 
Alumni, and sponsored research. Critical Alumni or research 
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sponsor reaction to university problens brings prompt public 
relations work and attempted changes. Hence, the Public 
Relations Staff of the universities are most sensitive to 
public outcry, particularly because It means potentially 
lost revenue. . 


RECOUUENDED ACTION: 


For the reasons cited above, it Is recommended 
that presently, at the universities of principal activity, 
the following Information be developed: 

^jicreetly: 

Obtain the identities of present officers of 
Alumni Associations. 

^2. Obtain Identities of State Legislators who 
have voiced serious objection to permissiveness in State 
Universities. 

(.3^ Obtain identities of members of Regents, who 
are known to hold objection to permissiveness in State Unlver 
si ties. 

/4. Draw up a mailing under a suitable cover, as 
someone representing "Friends of University of ** » 

with a carefully prepared capsule critique of past Instances 
of university permissiveness or weaknesses in meeting "New 
Left" student demands. Affix to the letter suitable 
characterizations for the organizations or Individuals 
referred to therein. 

/5. Make a selective mailing to 1, 2, 3 above, of 
these letters which are adapted to the individual school 
concerned. 

In connection with the above, a cover Post Office 
Box might be rented, both to add to the legitimacy of the 
mailing, and to obtain possible reaction to same. ■

It Is believed that above approach, presently, is 
Bost suitable for the UU; hovever, it could be considered 
for WSU and HSU also. 


As a coronary to the above, the letter prepared 
regarding a specific university, Bight be adapted to the 
fora of a "Letter to the Editor" to newspapers covering 
the University concerned. Such letters, perhaps in a 
series, Bight be in the nature of a "Did you know that 
your Tax Dollars are going to support...". Criticism of 
university access to classrooms and auditoria for "Teach- 
Ins", office space, telephone service, stationary, mailing 
I privileges, etc.. Bight follow. Such letters might be 
signed "Concerned Taxpayer". 

' In summary, since the institutions within this 

/Division bousing "New Left" activities are tax supported, 
it is believed that the most effective spur to responsi- 
bility on the part of Administrators comes from threats to 
that tax or financial support. 




REQUEST OF THE BUREAU ; 

I. CSDE^HH|is a long established source, a 
retired UU faculty memb^, and close friend of the Bureau. 

He has advised that a close friend of his who serves on the 
Board of Regents to the UU has stated his complete disgust 
regarding the operation of the UU. Re specifically criticised 
the UU Administration for permitting a Negro student group 
to appropriate the Administration Building of the UU for a peri'od 
of several hours, and virtually holding the UU Present prisoner. 
Following a negotiation on release of the building, the UU 
President voiced his opinion that the students action was 
understandable, and that their demands were "valuable and 
Beaningful". Source said the Regent told him he did not 
deem the President as capable of service in his post. Source 
advised that the Regent was equally critical of the University 
providing meeting rooms, offices, auditoria, and other service 
to the "New Left" on campus. 
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Inforvatlon regarding deaonstration referred to 
above t has been previously furnished the Bureau. 

In the light of the above, source asked whether 
we could furnish him with oral Information as to the 
principle problems at -the UM, particularly as related to 
faculty member support to the '*New Left" groups. Be said 
he could furnish such information,, as his own Information, 
to the Regent concerned, in a personal discussion with that 
Regent. Re assured that he would in no way refer to the 
FBI as a source for same. 

In connection with the above, it is noted that 
this source has been operated by Detroit for almost a 
20 year period, without any difficulty or embarrassment 
to the Bureau. He is a distinguished scientist in HLs own 
right, and has proven himself to be a good and close friend 
of this office. His suggestion may be met without any risk 
of embarrassment to the Bureau. It is believed that his 
serrlng as a conveyor of responsible information might prove 
effective in this program.
